The Did Idea la that people lucky enough 
to live In a oountry where they can vote 
flhould do it. 

The new figures— new to ns, it least — are 
comrarlsons of the number of people who 
vote here and In other countrl"«. nnd the 
Iteure-s make .ua look pretty bad. 

In 1948, tor imlnnce, only 51 per cent of 
the people In this country ellizlhle to vote 
did so. But In 1048 In Italy 80 per cent of 
the ellRlbles voted. 

In England last year the figure waa 83 per 
cent. The year before In Belgium It was 00 
per cent. In Canada, 76 per cent ol the 
ellglbles voted In 1S49. In Sweden last year It 
waa 80 per cent. 

F\irthermore. our voting record has been" 
getting worse for about the laat three-quar- 
ters of a century. In 1880. for Instance, 78.< 
per cent of the ellglbles in this country 
voted. It had dropped to 73.5 per cent In 1900. 
When women voted for the first time in 1920 
It dropped to what must have been an all- 
time low of 49.3 per cent. 

Of the approximately CS million person^ 
eligible to vote In the United States in 1948, 
""only about 80 million «ven bothered to regis- 
ter. And 48,080,410 actually went to the polls. 

What accounts for this poor performance? 
"The foundation liats what it believes are the 
reasons. For one thing, too many people 
think their "one little old vote" can't fciake 
any difference one way or the other. 

Some are hopeless, because they think 
things are so bad, and others are indifferent, 
because they feel things are going well 
enough. 

Some don't vote- because they're confused 
by too many complex issues. 

Others are uninterested because they be- 
lieve the issues aren't sharply enough de- 
fined. 

Still others are too busy with dally affairs 
that «?m more Important than voting. 

The foundation Is out to lick these things, 
and It seems off to a good start. It has some 

SO non-partisan organizations enrolled in a 
get-out-the-vote campaign for November, 
and it hopes to get others. 

The present onea include the American 
Legion. Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, Jewish War Veterans, s. Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, Klwanls Internation- 
al, and National Retail Dry Oooda associa- 
tion. .

WASHINOTON, Aug. U Wl— TTom 
pounding floods to parching 
drought, the weather In the put 
year has wreaked more devastation 
on man's work In the United State, 
than aver before. 

The weather bureau estimates 
that a lerloa of dl5a5{«rs— starting 
In July, ISBI— has Uken a toU of 
more than five billion dollars dam- 
age. 

No other similar period has ap- 
proached that figure, although 
other years and other furioti* ««- 
sau1t« by weather have Uken more 
Uvea. 

Exact figures on deaths are dif- 
ficult to pin down, but records ot 
major catastioplies Indlcktu about 
SCO lives were lost In the V. 9. In 
the past year's outbreaks. More 
than a,000 have been Mlled'ln past 
years when science left man 
prepared and less forewarned. 

But with all the advances of 
science, man looked puny and help- 
less against the rampages of na- 
ture this year, 

It all aUrted earlier, when we|. 
come April showers pattered down 
on dry, rolling wheatlands and tlat 
cornfields In Kansan In ISSl. Thes^ 
ahowers didn't stop In April, 
May, or June, or even July. The 
ralru came Incessantly. 

Then In July, 1011, massive tons 
ot water— 00 or 73 times the normal 
at some polntfl— roared 
down the Kansas river to the Mis- 
souri. Only Indian legends record 
greater floods. Damage to crops, 
homes and Industry waa estimated 
at two and a ImK billion dolli 

Almost every month aincn then, 
the nation hnn been hit by lorna. 
does, more floods, record bllaanrdi 
or record heat— end new droughl. 

Tannohlll. veteran chief of 
synoptic reports for the national 
thrr human, told a reporter he 
't lenionibfr— and the bureau 
nlnly hasn't rfcordrd — a year 
like this.

Last March, tornadoes sent thejr 
black, swirling funnels tearing 
through Arkansas and neighboring 
states, The Red Cross estimates 331 
dead. l,aS9 Injured. 1,M1 homes de- 
stroyed and 3,030 damaged. Weather 
bureau records Indicate a loss of ifi 
million dollars. 

Last April brought floods that 
weren't caused directly by rain. A 
severe winter had- piled up snow"in 
the north central states, along the 
waUrsheds that feed the Missouri 
and Mississippi. A sudden thaw 
sent torrents of water cascading 
downward. 

Flood waters breaking all records 
raced through South Dakota. Ne- 
braska, Mlnnesotq, Wisconsin, Iowa 
and some nearby areas. The toll: 
l.SBl homes and other buildings de- 
stroyed. 3S.17a damaged, SOO.OOC 
acre.^ flooded, total loss 130 million 
dollars, 

Tho same situation resulted in 
lesser damage to many points in 
Utah and Idaho.

Ice storms took 170 lives in a few 
days. 

In January, a Southern Pacific 
railroad streamliner wlth^aoo per<

started setting thing! up tor 
great contract. Rainfall was 
generally dellclent. 

In June and July, temperature 
records were smashed under a sear- 
ing heat wave In scores of cities 
east ot the Rockies. Unusually dry 
weather continued, until fields 
were powdered and parched and 
crop losses were estimated at close 
to one billion dollars In the south- 
east and In New England.

He may be slower In 
learning to walk or talk, slower of 
thought and action. Should that be 
his parents will be tempted to 
make him try to catch up. That 
pulA pressure on a child unable to 
bear It and hl:< troubles will be In- 
creased lnst4.'ad of lessened. 

It would bo better to remember 
that this child lost valuable, indeed 
moat precious growth at a lime he 
could 111 altord it. Ills powers are 
less than those of the full-time 
child and It is not rciuinnnblB to 
force him to keep up with hli bro- 
thers and nlitera who came Into Hie 
world with every poaalble advan- 
tage. He must be treated ns a child 
much younger than his years would 
grant.

The story of how. Panalt Catcal 
fled communism, revealed In an In- 
terview before he left Helsinki, could 
be l^Id today. He has found refuge 
In the western world. 

The member' ol Romania's pistol 
t*am aald the communist govern- 
ment had him Ugaed as "■politically 
unreliable" before he left for the 
competition at Oslo and Helsinki. 

"I was guarded every minute of 
the time by two members ot the sec- 
ret police," Calcal said. "It had a 
very bad effect on my pistol shoot- 
Ins to see those gentlemen around 
constantly and to Icnow what they 
were there for." 

Despite the unnerving presence of 
his Kuards, Calcal won sixth place In 
the Olympic silhouette shooting.
